(Hr Amuc I«(H I*re» « ) 
PRAGUE, Sept. 3—Edward Benes, 
who helped found Czechoslovakia 
and was twice its president, died to­ 
day. He was 64. 
The statesm an who rose to world 
acclaim from ranks of the peasants 
was stricken early Tuesday and had 
b een unconscious since. Coughing 
spasms weakened his tired old fight­ 
ing heart, which finally gave way. 
He died at his country home at Sez- 
imovo a t 6:10 p. m. 
Benes had a stroke a year ago. His 
arteries had hardened. 
His last year of Ufe was doub ly 
saddened

-which <3ommunists seized power in 
his repub lic and 
b y 
the

plunge soon afterward of Foreign 
Minister Jan Masaryk. The foreign 
minister was the son of Thomas 
Masaryk, with whom Benes helped 
to form the Czechoslovak repub lic in 
19 18. 
Sick and disheartened, Benes re­ 
signed as president last June 7 ra th­ 
er than sign the new constitution 
the Communists drafted. Kleinent 
Fottwaid, the Communist he had 
appointed premier, succeeded him. 
He resigned as president once b e­ 
fore when Adolf Hitler, greedy for 
the 
Czechoslovak 
Sudetenlano, 
forced the Munich crisis which pre­ 
ceded World war II. 
He returned to Czechoslovakia in 
19 45 after wartime exile in the U nit­ 
ed States, Britain and 
b riefly 
in 
Russia, where he signed a 20-year 
m utual assistance agreement with 
the Soviet union in 19 43. 
Mrs. Benes was with him when 
death came. She had b een con­ 
stantly at his side during his fatal 
illness. 
The cab inet was called into spe­ 
cial session for tomorrow to arrange 
the funeral. 
Communist Premier Antonin Za- 
potocky arranged a b roadcast to the 
nation. The Czechoslovak radio an ­ 
nounced Benes’ death b efore the 
regular evening b roadcast.

Walk aro u nd the neighbo rho o d these days and yo u 
detect the tantalizing smell o f pickles simmering in a 
bro th o f v inegar reinfo rced with tu meric, dill, pepper­ 
co rn« . o nio ns, cau liflo wer, mango es o r any o f a do zen 
o ther fru its and v egetables. So me ho u sewiv es speak 
highly o f qu artered apples, walnu ts o r lemo n peel. Re­ 
cipes fo r preserv ing pickle« rank high in the list o f 
ho u sewifely po ssessio ns. 
Pickles are nev er canned. They are “pu t u p” if 
preserv ed in small co ntainers, “pu t do wn” if preserv ed 
in v ats In size they range fro m flngerlings to giant 
dills, In taste fro m sweet to a mo u th-pu ckering squ r 
Beyo nd 
pickles is piccaUli, a cho pped mixtu re en­ 
hanced by aro matic co ndiments fro m the spice Isles. 
The smell o f simmering pickles is o ne nev er fo r­ 
go tten, It brings to mind late su mmer days o f years 
lo ng past, ju st as the smell o f bu rning leav es is ev o ­ 
cativ e o f bygo ne au tu mns.

Cows Give Clue 
To Drug Discovery 


(B y U n ited P r e s s ) 
ANN ARBOR—A chance discov­ 
ery of profu se bleeding in cows 
which had been scratched led to 
the development of a dru g which 
prevents seriou s complications from 
blood clots in hu mans. University of 
Michigan hospital doctors report. 
The dru g, dicu marol, was detect 
ed in 1941 at the University of Wis 
consin. Cows 
which 
had 
eaten 
spoiled sweet clover 
bled 
abnor­ 
mally after being cau ght on barbed 
# ire. 
T h“ dru g has been u sefu l in major 
operations, after childbirth in heart 
disease and with patients who have 
been bedridden for a long time, ac­ 
cording to Dr. Ivan F. Du ff, assist­ 
ant professor in internal medicine. 
Specifically , dicu m arol lessens the 
body 's 
capacity 
to 
m anu factu re 
prothrombin, one of the components 
of the clotting mechanism. 
Danger Explained 
The damage from clot formation 
arises from the 
tendency of 
the 
clot to break off w ithin a blood 
vessel and circu late to the lu ng*, 
where it may cu t off the activiey 
of a largs part of 
the 
lu ng 
and 
cau se death, Dr. Du ff said. He add 
ad: 
Since dicu maroft does not take 
u ntil 36 to 48 hou rs after it has been 
given, we sometimes u se another 
dru g, heparin, w ith it. Heparin, ob- 
ained from beef liver, immediately 
increases the time it takes blood 
jo clot. The heparin is discontinu ed 
liter a day or two when the dicu m- 
arol has become effective.”

fering 
from 
venou s 
thrombosis, 
which is primarily the development 
of soft, easily dislodged clots in the 
iarge blood vessels of the legs. 
Results Found Good 
Dr. D u ff-rep« ted cJaat ceraplica* 
ions in patients w ith tha t' affile- 
„.on treated a t the u niversity hospi- 
,al were redu ced to six per cent by 
jse of the dru gs. 
Generally good resu lts were re- 
jorted by other u niversity doctors 
in 275 cases. 
Bu t Dr. Du ff warned that the 
dru gs “are not a cu re, bu t a pre 
ventive.” 
“They cannot be taken a t home, 
he said. “Their u se m st be su pei 
,ised in a hospital with carefu l 
.aboratory tests.”

United 
Nations 
security 
council regulations. 


2 —Informer Count Polk e Berna- 
dotte, UN mediator in the Jewish- 
Arab disp ute, of the illegal ship ­ 
ments. 
Authorities 
said the information 
sent to Bernadotte on 
Aug. 14 in­ 
cluded affidavits from 
Americans 
who have 
been engaged in 
trans­ 
p orting fighter p lanes and arm s and 
am m unition to Israel by air. 
It was believed that Bernadotte, 
after re-check ing the data p rovided 
by the United States, may rep ort 
the illegal arms traffic to the UN 
security council 
for p ossible action 
'against Czechoslovak ia, 
a UN mem­ 
ber. 
As p ert of its true efforts, the UN 
security council on May 
29 
and 
again on July 15 p assed resolutions 
which p rohibit ship ment of any war 
material to near eastern nations. 
Officials here said it was imp os­ 
sible to estimate 
the 
number of 
Americans involved in the 
illicit 
arms traffic. 
But they 
rep orted 
that the sup p lies were delivered to 
Israel in “substantial q uantities.” 
Just where the 
planes and arms 
were p roduced is not k nown for sure 
by the state dep artment. But some 
authorities believ e some of them 
were American-made. 
This raised 
the question of whether the Ameri­ 
cans inv olv ed in the arms 
under­ 
ground had violated the 
Dec. 
5, 
1947. U. 9. embargo on arms slup - 
ments. 
It was also recalled that Rep . Karl 
Bteffan <R), of Nebrask a, following 
a recent trip to Europ e, said that 
American p lots were 
being 
p aid 


$300 an hour to fly Ceech-manufac- 
tured arms to Israel. 
Informer q uarters said the Amer­ 
ican embassy in Prague advised the 
state dep artment some 
time 
ego 
that a number of Americans were 
involved in the arms ship ments. 
Their identities have not been dis­ 
closed. 
Up on check ing the rep orts 
and 
getting affidavits from some of tiie 
p articip ants, 
the 
United 
States 
p laced all the facts at the disp osal 
of the UN mediator," these sources 
said. 
“Furthermore, the United States 
has ap p roached the Czech govern­ 
ment with a view to securing a ces­ 
sation of this traffice which is 
in 
violation of the security council 
resolutions.”

Need For More Money 
Medical School Problem 


CHICAGO, fetapt. 3 - O n e of the 
most important problems confront­ 
ing medical schools is the need for 
more money, the American Medical 
association declared today. 
“The problems presented by in­ 
flation and the recognition that ad­ 
vances in medical education could 
be made if more funds were avail­ 
able are causing those who are re­ 
sponsible for tire conduct of medical 
education concern as to whether sat­ 
isfactory progress can be maintain­ 
ed in the future," tjfte AMA said in 
a statement. 
The comment is prompted by the 
48 th annual report on medical edu­ 
cation and hospitals of the AMA, 
"These schools," the statement 
said, "owe much of their success in 
meeting the problems of Inflation 
to the loyalty of their staffs, whose 
salaries in many cases have not k ept 
pace with the rising cost of living." 
The council reported that for the 
school years of 1948 -49 the budgets 
of the medical scrools and basic 
medical science schools in the U,8 . 
total 951,000,000. This is an increase 
of over 8 8 ,000.000 over 1947-48 .
